But 
one thing is for sure we have never 
seen anyone try to promote anything 
as unpopular as this thing has turned 
out to be.

Normally, you would think that 
people would know when they were 
not welcomed and go somewhere else 
to have their festival but it does not 
appear to be the case this time. We 
do not quite understand what they are 
trying to prove, unless it is simply 
the fact that no one wants them any­ 
where. 
One thing for sure, we bet that 
there have been a heck of a lot a 
people getting out their maps to find 
out where in the dickens Dickens is. 


Unless the postal strike is set­ 
tled by this weekend the govern­ 
m ent’s well planned Census ’70 pro­ 
ject is going to be in trouble. For the 
plans call for the census forms to be 
mailed out beginning Saturday,Mar. 
28. 
The idea behind using the mail 
this year instead of the usual method 
of the census taker carrying around 
the forms is to give the citizens more 
time to answer the many questions 
involved. In all of the larger cities 
the plans call for the forms to be re ­ 
turned by mail, also. Only time will 
tell just how this is going to work 
out if the strike is not settled soon. 
Even if the strike is settled by the 
28th there will still be the problem 
of the tremendous backlog of unde­ 
livered mail. 
But assuming you do get your 
questionnaire in the mail this week­ 
end you will be asked seven questions 
about every perons in the household 
and 13 questions about your dwelling. 
That is unless you are in the 20 per­ 
cent, or every fifth household, that 
will be asked additional questions. 
For the 80 percent who get the 
short form you will be asked the usu­ 
al standard questions, but if you are 
in the 20 percent you will be asked 
about your schooling, employment, 
income and other related items. 
In case you are worried about 
giving the government all of this in­ 
formation you can rest assured that 
your information as an individual is 
confidential. In fact, when the infor­ 
mation is fed into a computer it no 
longer even carries a name and the 
questionnaires will be destroyed. 
Just how important is this cen­ 
sus ? It is through this census that 
your representation in government 
will be determined under the "one 
man, one vote” doctrine. 
Since we are in an area with a 
declining population it is doubly im ­ 
portant that everyone be counted so 
that we can get all of the representa­ 
tion possible in our goverment. 
And as for not wanting to an­ 
swer all of the questions—rem ember 
that you can be fined rather heavily 
if you refuse.

Friends of M ajor and Mrs. 
Thomas Jerry Curtis will be 
interested to know th at Air 
Force M ajor Curtis of Hous­ 
ton is one of the 218 Ameri­ 
can 
prisoners 
the 
North 
Vietnamese adm it holding. 
For 
four years 
and five 
months, Mrs. Curtis told her 
small son and daughter that 
their father was alive — and 
silently prayed she told the 
truth. 
W hatever else the news did 
for Mrs. Curtis, 
it did not 
.surprise her, however. Even 
though she had received no 
word from her husband, the 
Air Force had listed her hus­ 
band as missing in action for 
18 months 
and then listed 
his as a prisoner of war. 
Mrs. Curtis, 32, a native of 
Hamlin, 
moved to Houston 
with her parents when she was 
l l years old. 
Her parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. V. T. Stringer 
live there at 13105 Berwick. 
Major Curtis, 37, does not 
know that his wife has re- 
tuned to their home in Alex­ 
andria, La., and is substitute 


teaching. The children, Tom­ 
mie who is now 12, and Lorie 
who is now 8, wait too with 
great anticipation 
a letter 
from Major Curtis that they 
have been told is on the way. 
Curtis was flying a helicop­ 
ter 
rescue mission 
for 
a 
downed fighter pilot Sept. 20, 
1965, when he was shot down 
over North Vietnam, his wife 
said. 


It was 18 months 
before 
she received word from the 
Defense Department that he 
was believed to have been 
taken prisoner. 
“It takes a 
lot of faith in God, but we’re 
so thrilled to know he’s alive.” 
Now three years later, she 
receives a verification letter 
from the American Committee 
of Liaison, a pacifist group. 
The committee sent letters to 
relatives of 31 previously un­ 
confirmed prisoners. The list 
was 
supplied 
by 
a 
North 
Vietnamese source and veri­ 
fied 218 among 1400 names 
about which the U. S. govern­ 
ment had inquired.
